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The finality of the last Office action is hereby withdrawn. Following is an action 
on the merits. 

Claims 1-7, 57 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no disclosure of the pawl 
receiving recess being accessible through the top and bottom. Thus this limitation will 
not be further examined on its merits. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b),. by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 5, 6 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Ittahetal 5496190. 

Ittah et al discloses heavy gage plastic socket 2 having a pawl receiving recess 
which extends a majority of the length between the top and bottom of the socket for 
pawls 18 (see Figures 4 and 5), and positive keyways 6. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ittah et al. 

Ittah et al substantially discloses the claimed invention except for a plurality of 
pawl receiving recesses, and the socket having a curved geometry. It would have been 
an obvious duplication of parts to form the single recess of Ittah et al as plural recesses. 
It would have been an obvious change in shape to form the socket with a curved 
geometry, the specific shape lacking criticality. 

Claims 3 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ittah et al as applied to claims 1 and 2 above, and further in view of Hirschmann 
6726495. 

Ittah et al substantially discloses the claimed invention except for the pawl 
receiving recesses having angled receiving walls. Hirschmann discloses angled 
receiving walls which engage pawls 18.1n, 18.2n, and to form the pawl receiving 
recesses of Ittah et al with an angle thus would have been obvious, to allow the pullout 
force to be predetermined. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ittah et al 
as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Miyamoto 6848938. 

Ittah et al substantially discloses the claimed invention except for locking legs 
with anchor pawls. Miyamoto discloses locking legs 32 with anchor pawls 33, and to 
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provide the socket of Ittah et al with same thus would have been obvious, to allow 
mounting to a substrate. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 57 and 58 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
